CGENILPMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBI \ 


On account of the absence from the Territory of His Excellency, 
Governor Durkee, for the purpose of recuperating his falling health, 
it devolves upon me to perform the duty annually ancumbent up- 
on the Executive, to address your Honorable Body concernme the 
progress during the past year of aflais of gencral and local mterest, 
and to advise with you touching such matters as may appear to 
need further legislation, as well as to draw your attention to other 
objects which require your consideration 

It may be observed that the reconimendations made include 
many subjects which have heretotore been referred to Concern- 
ing such matters ıt may be well to draw your attention to the ın- 
creased importance of ther nature The population ofthe Terri- 
tory is being continually augmented; inteicourse with other com- 
Munities has become more common, and the classes of people, con- 


` nected with commercial and other interests, are becoming greater 


in number. Asa apnea wena laws which were adapted to the 
circumscribed wants of the people of the Teiritory in their former 
condition, do not, in all cases, meet the requirements of the po- 
sition into which they aie brought by the progress of events. 

The more extensive and general the business relations of a peo- 
ple become, the more particularity ıs there required in the laws 
governing the pursuits in which its members are engaged, and 
subjects v» hich before sy Nena little or no attention, also become of - 
importance, requiring the enactment of laws to regulate their 


course. Being a body organized directly. from among the people, 
you are probably conversant with such legislation as may be nec-~ 
essary to place them in harmony with the relations into which 
they‘are thus being placed, and to that object your especial atten- 
tion is invited. 


2 GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


NATIONAL AFFAIRS. 


During the past year many events have transpired, the results of 
which will have an important bearmg upon the future welfare of 
our country, among which the Presidential election lately held in 
the States, may be considered. 

Although, as a Territory, we have no voice in the choosing of a 
Chief Magistrate of the nation, yet, as loya} citizens, we cannot but 
feel a deep interest in the issues which ‘arise among the political 
parties of the day. Living upon the public domain, which 1s di- 
rectly under the control ot the legislative power of the Union, the 
principles or ideas entertained by the dommant party therein be- 
come the more important to us, inasmuch as they affect indirectly 
our prosperity. 

AS far as can be foreseen, the triumph ofthe principles of the 
Republican party indicated by the election of General Grant to the 
Presidency, will be beneficial tothe country. The uniform suc- 
cess which has Attended the public acts of the President elect, by 
which he has won the confidence of his fellow-citizens, justifies the 
expectation that with the incoming of his administration, renewed 
vigor will be given to projects ee tothe advancement of the 
nation towards greater harmony, wealth and prosperity. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. - 


Tn connection with the school system established in this Terri- 
tory, I would suggest the propriety of legislation authorizing the 
institution and carrying on of a Normal School, for the purpose of 
Preparing competent teachers for the schools of the different districts. 
e advantages to be derived from such a school are too obvious 
to need amplification. A uniform and requisite knowledge by in- 
structors of those branches necessary to the proper development of 
the minds of the young, greatly increases the probability that their 
ithe will be rapid in their studies, and gives the pubheé confi- 
ence that proper measures are being taken forthe advancement of 
the educational interests of the country. 


FREE SCHOOLS. 


By an Act providing for the establishment and support of Com- 
mon Schools, approved Jan. 19, 1866, it was enacted in section sev- 
en, that the Trustecs, authorized to be elected by section four of the 
same Act, should have the power to assess a tax of one-fourth of 
one per cent. on all taxable property ın their respective districts, to 
build and keep in repair suitable buildings for the accommodation’ 
of schools, andfor other school purposes; they were also authorized 
to increase themount of taxation, if sufficient means could not he 
obtained for the object contemplated by the rate of tax mentioned, 
to any, rate not exceeding three per cent., as should be decided by’ 
a vote’of two-thirds of the tax payers voting at a meeting called for - 
the purpose; niso, by the same section, and in a similar manner, a 
sum. not exceeding one per cent. per annum was authorized to be 
assessed, to pay teachers, supply books and furnish other necessary ` 
adjuncts to schools, i - > 
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This Act undoubtedly looked to the establishment of Free 
Schools, but as the first section of ıt left it to the option of the in- 
habitants of the several districts, whether they should give effect 
to the provisions of the Act or not, that object has been far from 
attained. 

The organization of schools as they now exist, is based upon a 
combination of the plans by which Seleet and Common Schools 
are supported; taxation, tuition fees, and voluntary contributions 
being resorted td 1n order to procure means to carry them on, but I 
am not mformed of the existence ofa single Free Sehool in the 
Territory. 

Upon referring to the yearly report made by the Superintendent 
of Common Schools to your body for the year 1867, it will be ob- 


. served that the number of childien between the ages of four and 


sixteen years, residing m the 161 districts furnishing returns to 
him, was 21,316, of whom, only 12,539 were enrolled as attending 
school, Here, asin every State and Territory, there 1s a class of 
persons living, who are in indigent circumstances, and to whom to 
pay the smallest amoynt for the education of their children, would 
be a burden. Others, from not fully ‘considering the subject, are 
not aware of the importance of education, and consequently allow 
their children to grow up in ignorance, rather than furnish the 
means for their improvement, and it is presumed that the large per 
centage of children not being educated is owing to the existence of 
these classes in our midst. 

In his 1eport for the year 1864, the Superintendent states that he 
“does not favor education by taxation, because, while the senti- 
ments of the people are favorable to education, they are equally 
unfavorable to taxation,” and that ‘while under the present regu- 
lations many tax themselves from one to four per cent. and pay it 
willingly to the school teacher, would feel very differently were 
the Territory to asume the assessment and collection of sucha 
heavy tax.” While taxation 1s conceded to be vexatious, it is sub- 
mitted whether, considering the great importance of the subject, it 
15 better to allow the prejudice of a few against paying a required 
amount to a Territorial officer, to subvert the interests of the pub- 
lic. generally, by depriving a portion of the children of the Territo- 
ry of school privileges. 

All classes of persons are interested, directly or indirectly, in the 
establishment of Free Schools—directly by having children of their 
own to educate, or indirectly by the obligations under which every 
member of society is placed fo favor all enterprises tending to the 
common weal, By an equal assessment on taxable property, a4 


contemplated by the Act of -1866, bis presumed that sufficient | 
- means might be procured to extend the facilities for -education to 


every child in the Teiritory—affording to the rich and poo. an 
egual chance at the fountain of knowledge. 5 - 

- It is therefore suggested that the Act of 1866 be amended, xo as to 
allow the assessment and collection of asum sufficient for the sup- 
port of Free Schools throughout the Territory, to be assessed in eon- - 
nection. with other Territorial taxes, and that the provisions of the 
same be required to be carried out. eee:

MEMORIALS TO CONGRESS. 


Our Honorable Delegate succeeded, upon the representations 
madle in the Memorial addressed to that body at the last sesssion- 
of the Assembly, in obtaining prompt action upon a bill for the es- 
tablishment of a Land Office for the, Territory, which is a matter 
of congratulation. ff a 

However, owing to the fact that the comes established by the 
different parties employed in the survey of the Publie Lands in the 
Territory having- been of so unsubstantial 9 character, that but 
few, if any of them, can be found in existence, a re-survey will 
have to be made before settlers can procure a complete title to their 
lands from the Goyernment.- This fact, I am informed by the Sur- 
veyor-General of the Territory, has been brought to the notice of 
the proper authorities in Washington, with thesuggestion that the 
money appropriated af the last session of Congress for Public Sur- 
veys be used 1n a re-survey of such portions of the Public Lands 
found to be available for settlement and cvlsivation. Should this 
not be authorized, I would suggest that Congress be memorialized 
to make an appropriation ‘of $60,000 for the purpose, that sum bpe- 
ing considered necessary by the Surveyor-General. s 

The building now being used for the confinement of Peniten- 
tiary convicts is not of sufficient size, and improper ventilation 
and other causes, render it unsuitable for that purpose, and it is” 
suggested that a m2morial be addressed to Congress, asking that 
the Internal Revenue derrved from this Territory, fora period of 
sufficient length to obtain the requisite amount, be set aside for 
the purpose of providing the necessary Penitentiary accommoda- 
tions. Appropriations of this character have been made by Con-~ 
gress for the Territories of Montana and Idaho, and no good reason 
seems to exist why a like policy should not be extended to this 
Territory. oe 


CONFINEMENT OF PRISONDRS. 


There is a want of of legislation providing for the reception and 
sustenance of prisoners brought trom other Counties in the Terri- 
tory to be confined in prisons situated in the County of Salt Lake. 

‘Nhe lack of secure places of confinement throughout the Territo-. , 
ry, necessitates the commitment of nearly all persons whose im- 
prisonment becomes neccessary, to the prison provided in this 
County. $ 

In the cases of offenders against the laws of the Territory, I am 
informed that it is the practice to receive and keep them, charging 
fhe cost of their keeping to the respective Counties from which 
they are sent. = - ; 

This4s the correct course of proceeding; -but while it is not au- 
thorized by legislative enactment, officers of prisons are not com- 
pelled to receive those committed to their care from places outside 
of x certain limit, thus leaving it in a manner diseretionary with a 
mere ministeral officer, whether persons brought to them shall be 
incarcerated or not.

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More particularly is the want of legislation feltin cases wheie 
offenders against the laws of the United States are concerned. ~~” 

Section eight, of an Actin relation to the Penitentiary, approved 
Jan. 20, 1860, provides that the Warden ‘shall 1ecerve all persons 
duly committed,” but probably on account of a 1e-imbursement. of 
the necessary expense of keeping a prisoner of this kind, not being 
soreadily or easily secured as 1n the caseof a‘Ternto ial offender, of- 
ficers of the Territorial Penitentiary have repeatedly -refused to re- 


- ceive persons committed to theircharge by United States officials. 


No other place béing provided for their confinement, the result of 
this is, that they have had to be ether turned loose, without an 
ortunity being given of haying their guilt or innocence estab- 


op 
; lished, or turned over to the military authorities to be cared for. 


The injustice of the tormer course, both to the person and to the 
public, is apparent to all, and’ the latter course should. never be 


. pursued, except ın cases where the civil authorities are incapable 


be ei ek neeetnetnentseeeinetnsaneralane 


of enforcing the civil laws of the country. 
Provisions should be made Wheieby all persons committed by 
competent authority, and in a proper manner, can be confined at 


the expense of the ‘erritory, subject to reimbursement from the , 


proper source for the cost of ther keeping, and the subject is re- 
spectfully submitted for your consideration. ` 7 


` “CHAIN GANGS.” 
The system of chain gang labor now in vogue here, is aielic of 
barbarism, needlessly exposing convicts tothe pubhe gaze, and 
tending to harden rather than reform them. 


Punishment of a criminal has for its principal object, his refor- - 


mation and not his disgtace, and confinement, with -proper labor, 
_ would be of greater officacy in reforming culprits than their expos- 
ure and consequent degredation in the manner mentioned. 


‘ INTEREST LAW. - 
The Interest Law passed by your Honorable body at its last ses-

sion, declares “That it shall not be lawful to take more than tei 


pet cent. interest per annum, when the amount of imterest has not. 

een specified or agreed upon.” “oe 
According to the legal construction putupon the language of this 
Act, a creditor is obliged to prove the amount of damages sustained 
by him to.have amounted to ten per cent. per annum of his claim, 
in all cases where the rate of terest has not been specified, in 
order to be able to collect that amount; and although in no such 
cases Can more than ten per cent: per annum be collected, yet it is 
resumed that your intention was to avoid trouble and delay in 
itigation, by declaring expressly the rate of interest creditors 
should receive when it 1s not specified. It.is- therefore necessary 
- that the Act in question be amended, in order to give it the effica- 
cy intended. . > >- 

7 a “LIMITED PARTNERSHIPS, 

The first section of am Act concerning Partnerships passed by the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory, approved Jan. 14, 1857, pro- 


” - 
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vides that “the private property of pe engaged in co-partner- 
ships shall be held liable for the debts of the firm, when the part- 
nership property shall prove insufficient to pay them.” 

This section is but an affirmance of a common law principle, but 
its applicability to the interests of a community, in view of the in- 
creased extent and value of investments in commercial enterprises 
has been questioned. In many States of the Union, the contrary 
doctrine has been enacted, and it is suggested that the statute men- 
tioned be amended, so as to make persons entering into partner- 
ships liable to creditors of the firm, as such, only to a certain fixed 
sum, the amount of which shall be the subject ofagreementbetween, 
ae panies, and made known in a manner which may also be pro- 
vy e or, 


GENERAL INCORPORATION ACT. 


A law passed by Congress, March 2, 1867, prohibits the ` Legisla- 
tures of the different Territories from granting private charters or 
especial privileges, but they may,in the language of the statute, 
“By general Incorporation Acts, permit persons to associate them- 
selves Se ac as bodies corporate, formining, manufacturing, and 
other industrial pursuits.” 

An Act of that character, properly defining the rights, powers 
and liabilities of the stockholders, would be of great utility in for- 
warding the commercial and other interests of the people, and 
should be incorporated among the Statutes of this Territory. 


LIEN LAW. ° 


According to the common law, a mechanic who labors in erect- 
ing or repairing buildings, has no lien upon such property, to se- 
cure a proper remuneration for his work. 

General p laws of this character extend the lien to the land up- 
on whieh the buildings may be situated, and it is respectfully sug- 
gested that such a provision be made a part of any legislation you 
may see fit to enter into respecting the subject. 


INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


During the past year but little ifany trouble has been experi- 
enced by depredations being committed by members of Indian 
tribes residing in this Territory. Small parties of hostile Indians, 
coming from the Territories of Arizona and New Mexico, have 
occasionally extended their raids into the southern settlements, 
but on account of the watchfulness of the settlers and the faithful~ 
ness of friendly tribes in that neighborhood, but a small amount of 
damages have been sustained therefrom. 

Owing to the hostile position assumed by many Indian tribes of 
the Western Territories, a stringent policy has had to be adopted 
by the military authorities of the country infested by them. That 
it should seem necessary to prosecute a severe and bloody war 
against such refractory tribes before a lasting peace can be secured 
with them, the dictates of humanity cause regret, and lead to the 
expression of the hope that the necessity will not long exist. 
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Considering the number of Indians residing in this Territory, it 
is a subject of congratulation that so little trouble has been lately 
experienced in dealing with them, and the effect of a change of | 
the administration of their affairs from the Intenor to the War 
Department, or to a separate Bureau, as contemplated by bills now | 
pending before Congress, should be regarded with interest. |

PACIFIC RAILROAD, MINERAI: RESOURCES, ETC, 
The consideration of matters of public moment would be incom- 
+ plete, did I not refer to the progress made ın the constriction of 
the Pacific Railroad. During the past year nearly 1,000 miles of 
the two branches of this enterprise have been built, and only about 
300 miles remain to be constructed to complete the line of commu- 
mication across the continent. 
The advantages to be derived from the building of this road, can- 
not be fully foreseen as yet. By it the welfare of the entire Union 
will be advanced, inasmuch as ıt must enhance the national wealth 
and assimilate to a greater degree the interests of the East and 
West, by tending to infuse into every class of people umformity of 
progress in knowledge, and similarity of character. It becomes 
particularly of local importance to the people of the West, from 
the facilities it affords for immigration, exportation of products, 
and importation of necessities, and every branch of our social and 
political life must consequently feel the influence ofits existence. 
The Territory of Utah comprises an extent of country rich in 
minerals, capable, in process of development, of placing ‘it amon 
the first of the Western Territories in respect to population an 
wealth. The Pacific Railroad will afford great advantages for that 
desirable result to be obtained; if the proper inducements are held 
forth to capitalists to invest their means in developing our mines 
and mechanics and laborers to settle among us. eretofore, bu 
little attention has been paid to the mining interests of the Terri- 
tory, owing probably to the fact that projects of that nature have 
been considered unsafe for investments, on account of the great 
cost of machinery, labor, ete. Under existing circumstances, how- 
ever, laws enacouraging and protecting such investments, would 
tend to make the dormant wealth of the Territory available. 


MINERALOGICAL CABINET. 


Since the mineral products of the West are of so much impor- 
tance, every possible means should be taken to place all the avail- 
able information 1n regard to them at the REA of the public. 
In furtherance of this purpose, itis suggested that provisions be 
made for the establishment of a Mineralogical Cabinet, in connec- 
tion with a Territorial Library, and the employment of a compe- 
tent person be authorized to arrange such specimens as may be 
readily secured by contribution from the inhabitants of the differ- 
ent counties. -

TERRITORIAL FINANCES, 


The annual reports of the Auditor and Treasurer ofthe Territory | 
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are herewith transmitted for your information and consideration. 
It will be seen that the Territorial finances are in such a condition 
as to place us in a position occupied by few of the States or Terri- 
tories of the Union, and uf public expenditures can be regulated 
with regard being had to available resources, as they seem to have 
been in the'past, no reason exists why so favorable a condition 
should not be continued in the future. 


CONCLUSION. . 
Having briefly alluded to such matters as have presented them- 
selves as worthy or needful of your attention, it but remains for 
me to express my willingness and desire to join with you in secur- 
ing what should be the main objects contemplated by all legisla- 
tion—the future welfare and prosperity of the Territory. 
It is to the enactment and enforcement of just laws that the peo- 
ple look for the protection of those rights, immunities and privi- 
eges, Which, under a Republican form of government, accrue to 
them, and in assuming your share of the responsibilities of legisla- 
tion, let the path, of duty which presents itself, be followed with- 
out fear or favor, leaving the results to be tempered by the hand of 
that kind Providence which shapes all things to the accomplish- 
ment of His own good purposes,

In the Appropriation Bill of the 19th of January, 1867, the sum 
of one thousand dollars was appropriated out of the delinquent 
taxes of Washington County for the years 1865-6, to be expended 
upon the road from St. George to Millersburg, in said County. 
Since my report of December 17th, 1867, vouchers have been re- 
ceived, showing that the said sum has been properly expended on 
the road named, therefore, the amount of one thousand dollars de- 
linquent taxes of Washington County for the years 1865-6 has been 
cancelled on the books of this office, as contemplated in the said 
Appropriation Bill. 

Also in the Appropriation Bill of the 19th of January, 1867, the 
sum of fifteen hundred dollars of the delinquent taxes of Washing- 
ton and Kane Counties, was appropriated to be expended on the 
road from South Ash Creek coal bed, by Toquerville to Kane County 
evidenee having been furnished this office that labor tothe amount 
of $570, has been properly expended on said road, credits for that 
amount has been given on the books of this office, leaving afurther 
sum of $570 yet to be expended on said road, and credited, as con- 
templated in the said Appropriation Bill. 

In the same Appropriation Billthe sum of fourteen hundred dol- 
lars of delinquent taxes of Richland (now Rich) County, for 1865-6, 
was appropriated to be expended on the road from Huntsville 
to Ithaca. Of this amount the sum of $1,103 was expended on said 
road as contemplated by the Legislative Assembly, which absorbed. 
all the delinquent taxes of Rich County for the years 1865-6. Dur- 
ing the session of the Legislative Assembly of February, 1868, a 
further appropriation was made of the remainder of the $1,400, to 
be expended on said road, out of the taxes of Rich County for 1867. 
The vouchers for this last named parent ure have not yet been 
received, but the work has no doubt been done, and said County is 
entitled to credit for the additional sum of two hundred and ninety 
seven dollars.
